them. If the Senator next chosen can 
take bin seat witii as clean a title as 
Senator Jones holds to his own seat, 
Nevada will be honored in the eyes of 
the Motion and the World.

Why Sot Come to Hie Sliver Basis? 


Under the above heading the New 


York Sun, in a double-leaded editorial, 
makes these pertinent remarks: 


It is not worth while to discuss in de- 


tail the silver certificate scheme devised 
by the Hon. A. J. Warner, and which 
he proposes to present to Congress at 
its next session. The mere statement 
of its fundamental priociple is fatal to 
it. it would be as absurd to make 
storage receipts for silver bullion into 
legal tender money as it would be to 
m.ike such money out of receipts for 
copper, iron, lead, wheat, pork, corn, 
or any other commodity. If silver is to 
be treated like merchandise and its 
value computed like other merchandise, 
iu terms of gold, as Mr. Warner pro- 
poses, it cannot be a standard of value, 
and is practically demonetized, 


This is Mr. Warner's mistake. He 


assumes gold as his standard of value, 
measures silver by it, and then offers to 
make tha silver at this gold value into 
money. Gold is, and would remain, 
under the provisions of his bill, the 
money monarch, and all the evils of 
gold monometallism, from which the 
countries subject to it are now suffering, 
wonld be perpetuated. He aims to de- 
monetize silver quite as effectually as 
the most bigoted gold monometallist 
could desire, and to thiu«t it forth to 
keep company with other articles bought 
and sold iu the market lor gold. The 
fall in prices, which. Tinder the gold 
standard, has paralyzed business during 
the past five years, would continue, and 
the oppression of debtors, by making 
them pay us much more in liquidation 
of their debts as the nominal value of 
their property has diminished, would be 
as Revere as ever. 


The proper measure for the emergency 


is to execute fully the provisions of the 
Bland-Allison Act just as they bland. 
Instead of coining 2,000,000 of silver 
dollars n month, coin 4,000,000of them. 
This with the 2,000,000 already coined, 
will gradually but surely bring us to a 
silver basis and make the prices of com- 
modities conform nearly to what they 
were five years ago. The gold BOW in 
the country witl>reniain as a resttrve for 
the liquidation of foreign debts in case 
it should be wanted; and rf in the course 
of events silver advances in value or 
gold declines, we shall remain ready to 
take advantage of the change. 


The Cwrson Slliit.l 


The Enterprise correctly remarks: 
The Democratic National Administra- 


tion had hardly been installed into office 
before its influence for evil was felt in 
Nevada. The only Federal institution 
in our State, the United States Butnch 
Mint at Carson, was immediately chosen 
to serve the purpose of illustrating Dem- 
ocratic ideas of economy. The working 
force was rcduaed, ,>nd an agent from 
Washington arrived at C»I-»OD, who pro- 
ceeded at once to scale down the wages 
of nearly all the employes, more partic- 
ularly of the clans whose labor is of a 
physical character and who earn their 
living by toe sweat of their brow. 
The 


naxt step was to close the coining de- 
partment and dismiss nil connected with 
it, including many yoaug women whose 
sole dependence was their employment. 
It now became apparent that the game 
at Washington was to permanently sus- 
pend operations at and close the insti- 
tution for good, evidence of which par- 
pose was soon forthcoming iu the re- 
moval to Washington of all the coin and 
bullion on baud. The Branch Mint 
having been thus effectually depleted of 
its treanuro the final blow wi\s eauy to 
give. It has coma in the shape of an 
order from Dr. Kimball, Director of tbe 
Mint, to close tbe establishment "to the 
receipt of deposits, and to discontinue 
the services of all clerks, asal»tunta and 
workmen not necessary for closiug 
present accounts and protecting the 
property." To add insult to injury, 
Dr. Kimball assigns as tbe reason for 
his present action that "the yield of the 
mining industry once centering at Car- 
son is now practically reduced to noth- 
ing, so whatever reason there once was 
for the existence of the Carson Mint, 
none longer prevails." 


The yield of the mining industry now 


centering at Carson is sufficient to keep 
the Careon Mint iu operation without 
any lose to the Government. Besides, 
how does Mr. Director Kimball know 
what a day may bring forth in this 
country? If that gentleman were to give 
tbt real reason for closing the Carson 
Mint we would be frankly informed tnat 
there is none except the desire of those 
in authority at Washington to mnke a 
very little cheap capital as Democratic 
reformers. 


Suppose there is one cent saved in the 


daily expenses of every mnn, woman 
and child in the Union. This is cer- 
tainly uot a high estimate, bat it wonld 
muke a yearly saving of $3 65 a head, 
or $21)0,750,000 a year. In tbe three 
years of retrenchment a total of $602,- 
250,000 wonld be obtained. This money 
has to go into something, never mind 
whether it be into dry goods, agricul- 
tural implements, chattels or stocks and 
t^ndA. Now, while it bi»» been waved, 
the earning capacities of ,tb« country 
have no' decreased. It is' th« econo- 
mizing and »'«»<*? making of money 
which [oral tfie basis ot the remarkable 
chance in tbe geo*f*' temper of tbe 
buRines8 aud speculative community. 
People *eel tuat tbey are better 'off and 
that the? oau embark in new venturta.

entails an annual loss of millions of dol- 
lars without any compensating benefits 
to the beef consumers of the nation, and 
that it is hoped an effective centralized 
organization, under the management of 
conscientious and experienced stockmon, 
can so regulate the business fts to insure 
satisfactory returns for the yearly beef 
product, and at the same dime materially

supply for the

A Pft&VTJCAJb FARMER. 


Trios the "Golrt-basr" Theory in 
Disposing: of His l*ro<!neig. 


The Silver State says: 
An honest farmer on Big Meadows, 


who read the Keno Gazette's silver 
theories, and who was ignorant of the 
fact that they were penned by the irate 
editor while laboring under a tempo- 
rary aberration of mind superinduced 
by the contemplation of a staudaid dol- 
lar, concluded that if increasing the 
quantity of silver in a dollar, increased 
the demand tor bullion, putting 2,250 
pounds in a ton of potatoes mast'neces- 
sarily make a more active market for 
the tubers, of which he had several tons 
to spare. 
To test the matter practically 


he came to Winnemucca, ascertained 
the price of potatoes per ton, and agree;! 
to sell a hotel-keeper 2,250 pounds nt 
the market pries of the ordinary tou. 
By this method be discovered that he 
conld dispose of his vegetables much 
quicker than by the ordinary way, but 
bu could not bee how he was benefittcd 
by the transaction. He knew he had 
sold more potatoes, but had received no 
more money than if he had given only 
the legul weight for a ton, and he is 
tboioughiy convinced by his experience, 
thitt there is nothing in the Gazette's 
theory for the farmer or miner, and he 
is satisfied with the weight aud size of 
r.be standard dollar, «« it is, and is 
willing to sell his -surplus vegetables 
anJ hay and take bis pay in standard 
dollars, which, so long as they are a 
legal tender, ara just Hf4 useful to him, 
to pay his taxes and store-bill, as if 
they contained 500 grains of silver each.
